Welcome to our offering of the James A. Doolittle and Robert A. Russell Collections and other 
important consignments. Presented for your bidding consideration are many really great coins, expensive 
and inexpensive, in series ranging from ancient Roman issues to modern coins of America. 


James A. Doolittle, one of California’s most prominent citizens (see biographical data on following 
pages), has a numismatic interest nearly as wide and broad as the field of numismatics itself. His 
collection was gathered together over a long period of years and included purchases made in virtually 
every section of the world during his extensive travels. Cataloguing his vast properties has been a special 
delight for Judy Cahn, Frank Draskovic, and Dr. Paul Rynearson of our World Coins Department and our 
Ancient Coins Department. 


Monday, June 20th, is the date for the First Session and Second Session of the sale. Featured that day 
will be ancient coins and coins of the world, an arrangement to facilitate attendance by those visiting the 
Convention of International Numismatists (C.O.1.N.) being held in Los Angeles June 17th-19th. 


Among ancient coins offered are fine gold issues of Greece, Rome, and the Byzantine Empire. Then 
follow ancient bronze and silver issues in a wide array of styles, designs, and degrees of rarity. Medieval 
and Renaissance coins come in for their share of attention, too. 

Gold coins of the world commence with Lot 136. Listings are in alphabetical order. You'll have the 
opportunity to compete for issues of such diverse countries as Afghanistan, Albania, Arabia, Argentina, 
Australia, and Austria, just to mention the beginning of the long enumeration! Among highlights in this 
section are $5 and $10 issues of Canada, a 1916 China dollar in gold, a number of romantic Colombian 
8-escudo or ““doubloon” pieces, the exceedingly elusive 1873 20-peso patterns of the same country, the 
impressive and popular 10-ducat coins of Czechoslovakia minted in 1932 and 1934, several outstanding 
early French pieces, some superb early British coins, a rare 2-ducat Papal States issue of Paul I, a 
landmark 1870 Japanese 20-yen coin, issues of Peru, some interesting Russian pieces, a run of Spanish 
pieces, and some high-grade Vatican rarities. 

Silver and minor coins of the world start the Second Session on Monday evening. This listing, 
beginning with Lot 629, speaks for itself—but we'll mention just a few highlights: a nice selection of 
Canadian coins including Uncirculated pieces from the turn of the century and a nice offering of silver 
dollars and sets, some attractive Chinese crowns, a really wonderful offering of early German talers, not 
to overlook some desirable later-dated crowns from the same country, a museum-quality collection of 
German porcelain coins and medals—614 in all (Lot 894), for the ornithologically-inclined numismatist a 
set of 1894 German New Guinea coins, some pretty British crowns, a smattering of modern Israeli issues, 
Italian crowns and other delights, Japanese numismatica, an excellent offering of Mexican coins, the 
popular New Zealand “Waitangi” issues of L935, some nice Philippine coins, early Polish talers, crude 
early crowns of Scotland, and Swiss talers. All in all you have at your fingertips a numismatic

United States currency has long been a Bowers and Ruddy Galleries specialty. Several years ago we 
had the pleasure of selling at auction the spectacular collection formed by Mr. Matt Rothert, 
distinguished past president of the American Numismatic Association. With emphasis on fractional issues, 
Mr. Rothert’s specialty (he wrote a reference book on the subject), the sale attracted worldwide 
attention.

other rarest-of-the-rare items await your bidsheet or raised hand. Suffice it to say that this is a fractional 
currency collection which will stand as a reference for all time. ? 


And then come United States coins in a wide array of issues. An Extreme ly Fine 1793 half cent, an 
outstanding 1793 Chain AMERI. large cent, and an pee of the famous 1856 flying eagle cent 
commence activity in this area. Then come desirable Indian and Lincoln cents. 2¢ and 3c © pieces, many 
really nice half dimes and dimes (including a superb 1921, Lot 2502), quarters of various types, and a 
run of half dollars, including among the latter many select Libe rty seated, Barber, and Liberty walking 
pieces. Silver dollars include a high-grade 1795, two 1836 Gobrecht dollars. and many of the Morgan 
design. Rounding out the offering of silver in this section, several Choice Proof trade dollars should 
attract attention.

Much of the cultural variety, richness, and heritage of Southern California owes its origin to the efforts 
of one man: James A. Doolittle. As general director of the Southern California Theatre Association Mr, 
Doolittle has had the unique distinction of having produced major successes in all branches of live 
theatre, grand opera, light opera, musical comedy, drama, ballet, and concerts. 





The scope of his activities is evidenced by the fact that since his first spectacular performance years 
ago of the operas Faust, La Traviata and The Vagabond King at the Hollywood Bowl, over 15,000 artists, 
musicians, and craftsmen have been used in his presentations. 


In addition to his own productions, Mr. Doolittle has arranged to bring to the United States such 
internationally famous companies as the Grand Kabuki of Japan, the Royal Danish Ballet, the Comedie 
Francaise, the Ballet de Paris, and the Greek Tragedy Theatre of Athens. 


In recent times the patrons of the Huntington Hartford Theatre through his efforts have enjoyed 
superb productions of Hedda Gabler with Glenda Jackson, Clarence Darrow with Henry Fonda, The 
Belle of Amherst with Julie Harris, and the shattering drama Equus with Brian Bedford. The last-named 
production was rated by critics to be the most successful play in the history of Los Angeles theatre. The 
most recent of his successes was Same Time Next Year with Carol Burnett and Dick Van Dyke, which 
opened at the Huntington Hartford Theatre on April 10th. 


A 1975 program from the Greek Theatre, under Mr. Doolittle’s aegis for many years, printed the 
following tribute: 


‘““Few of the people who have thrilled to the magnificent performances of ballet, grand and light opera 
that have been presented by the Greek Theatre Association are probably aware of the ability, courage, 
and tremendous work that have been required to create and sustain this remarkable endeavor. 


“It was fortunate for the community that a producer of James A. Doolittle’s ability, experience, and 
vision felt its full potential had never been realized. He felt its inspiring setting was ideally suited for the 
more serious forms of musical entertainment such as opera and ballet as well as light opera and musical 
comedy. He envisioned the Greek Theatre becoming the home of all forms of theatre expression. 


‘His concept was tested during the summer of 1953 when the newly-formed non-profit Greek Theatre 
Association presented with outstanding success thirty-eight consecutive performances of opera and 
ballet. This achievement is even more remarkable when one realizes that this ambitious program was 
fulfilled without civic subsidy or underwriting of any kind. By virtue of this one brilliant season, the 
Greek Theatre was elevated to a position of respect and recognition throughout the country .. .” 


The list of troupes, individual stars, and others who have appeared under Mr. Doolittle’s sponsorship 
would fill a Who’s Who of the Performing Arts. A tiny sampling: Nat King Cole, Johnny Mathis, Jose 
Greco, Henry Mancini, Christy Minstrels, Kingston Trio, Harry Belafonte, Andy Williams, Al Hirt, 
Maurice Chevalier, Sir Tyrone Guthrie, Danny Kaye, Victor Borge, New York City Ballet, George Burns, 
Carol Channing, Jerry Lewis, Cyril Ritchard, American Ballet Theatre, Judy Garland, Ballet Russe de 
Monte Carlo, and Marge and Gower Champion. 


Numismatically, Mr. Doolittle’s interests began several decades ago when, in Shanghai, he acquired a 
small collection of gold coins. As years went by, Mr. Doolittle traveled extensively, often at the 
invitation of governments and world cultural centers. On his visits he would usually add representative 
scarce and rare coins from the host country. To those foundations were added purchases from leading 


dealers here in America. 


Mr. Doolittle was and is a connoisseur. His other interests in addition to the theatre and numismatics 


include art, music, and antiques.

Introduction to Fractional Currency 


The general public is usually surprised to know that Americans once 
used paper money for such amounts as 3c, 5c, and 10c, and that this 
money is still redeemable at full face value today. In the fourteen years 
of issue (1862-1876) about 369 million dollars of fractional currency 
was printed, yet very little exists today. The average person has never 
seen even a single note. It is estimated that $1.8 million, a tiny fraction 
of the original issue, is still in existence. 

Collectors like fractional currency because it provides a short yet 
varied series. A denomination collection consists of only six notes. A 
type collection can be made with just twenty five notes, and a 
collection of about 140 notes and 50 specimens would be practically 
complete. Fractional currency has its error and freak notes, too. In 
addition one can collect sheets, pairs, strips, blocks, and a fractional 
currency shield. This series also has many unusual varieties and was 
printed on many types of paper as a part of the experimentation to 
discourage counterfeiting. 


History 


On the eve of the Civil War in 1861, trade and commerce seemed to 
be coming to a sudden stop. Almost overnight all the gold, silver, and 
copper money in the United States had disappeared. 


The prospect of a long struggle between the North and the South 
caused the hoarding of coins. Large amounts of silver coins were sent to 
Canada, and a premium of 10% to 12% was offered by businessmen for 
them. It was reported that one building in New York had so many 
copper coins stored in it that the floors collapsed! 


Merchants’ “tickets,” metal tokens, or anything having any apparent 
value were pressed into service to make change. Many firms and 
individual merchants issued their own paper notes of small value, 
generally less than one dollar, redeemable at their place of business. 
These were often called “shinplasters.” Private notes were practically 
worthless to most people because they could be redeemed only by the 
firm or person issuing them. They were prohibited by law on July 17, 
1862, but were nevertheless issued as the need continued through 1863. 


Postage stamps were turned to as a form of relief from the 
severe dearth of small coins. Some firms put various amounts of stamps 
in small envelopes and issued them as change. Many different varieties 


of these envelopes are known to collectors today.

The stamps soon stuck to each other inside the envelopes and the 


envelopes themselves became torn, so this substitute for coins proved 


unsatistactory

The field of fractional currency is one of the last horizons in American numismatics. A fine type 
collection can be acquired for moderate cost, and even great rarities cost just a small percentage of what 
comparably scarce items sell for in the field of regular U.S. coins and currency. 
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idea, patented by J. Gault in 1862, was used by firms as a convenient 
means of advertising. Various denominations from le to 90c were 
issued. Since this was a relatively expensive undertaking, plus the fact 
that the mica front was easily cracked, the encased postage stamps did 
not see very wide circulation. (Mr. Russell’s collection includes two of 
these interesting pieces. ) 


Out of this confusion was born one of the most interesting types of 
paper money—United States fractional currency. These beautiful little 
bills, ranging in denominations from 3c to 50c, played their part to help 
carry on commerce during and after the Civil War. 

The first of the five issues was known as “Postage Currency,” and 
was issued in 1862 and 1863. The next four issues, 1863 to 1876, were 
called “Fractional Currency.” As the term fractional currency has been 
widely used to refer to all U.S. issues of less than one dollar, this usage 
will be continued here. 


First General Issue 
5e, L0c, 25e, 50¢ 


The country was really hard put to carry on even the simplest 
commercial activities by early 1862. On July 14 of that year, Secretary 
of the Treasury Salmon P. Chase finally got around to suggesting two 
alternative proposals to Congress. The first outlined a plan for the 
reduction in size of silver coins, and the second asked for the authority 
to issue and use ordinary postage stamps as circulating change. 
Incredibly enough, Chase himself favored the proposal that would 
legalize the circulation of small squares of gummed paper as a national 
medium of exchange ! 


Congress adopted the postage stamp idea, and it became law when 
President Lincoln signed the bill on July 17, 1862. The immediate 
effect of the law was a run on stamps at the post offices, since they 
were needed everywhere and no way had been provided for the 
Treasury Department to acquire and release the stamps as money. The 
volume of stamp purchases was very greatly increased. In New York, 
for example, stamp sales jumped from a daily norm of $3,000 to over 
$20,000 soon after the new law was announced! 


The supply of stamps soon became exhausted. Postmaster General 
Blair was understandably irritated, since he had not been consulted 
beforehand. He therefore refused to permit further sale of stamps to be 
used as money. The Treasury Department then called on Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Boutwell to settle things with Blair. In. short, 
Boutwell’s suggestions were that specially marked stamps be made, that 
the Treasury sell and redeem them, that post offices accept them as 
postage, and that either party be free to withdraw from such an 
agreement. Blair accepted these proposals and went ahead with 
arrangements to print these special stamps for the Treasury. 





Meanwhile, a great many stamps had been placed in circulation, and 
almost immediately they became unfit for further use either as a 
substitute for coin or as postage. Blair refused to allow’ their 
redemption at first; the Treasury was also unwilling to redeem them 
since it had never sold any stamps to the public in the first place. Blair 
then gave in, announcing that in the public interest he would redeem 
the crumpled, sticky messes that were held by so many people. 


As previously noted, a special issue of ordinary stamps was agreed on 
by Boutwell and Blair, such issue to be distributed by the Treasury. 
Just before their manufacture it was decided to issue them in sizes more 
convenient to handle than the diminutive postage stamps, and to leave 
the backs ungummed. Thus they ceased to be stamps altogether, for in 
this form they were no less than fractional promissory notes. They bore 
the authorization date of July 17, 1862, but this was not a correct date. 
That law referred only to stamps and not to notes; therefore, these 
small notes were made and issued without any legal authorization 
whatsoever! It was not until the law of March 3, 1863, became reality 
that the “postage currency” already in use was legally recognized and 
sanctioned. 

The original format for the postage currency was conceived by 
General Francis E. Spinner, then U.S. Treasurer, who pasted unused 
U.S. postage stamps on bits of Treasury paper cut to uniform size for 
convenience in handling. The purpose of Spinner’s pasted stamps was to 
develop the idea of what postage currency might actually look like. It is 
doubtful whether his pieces actually circulated. Thus General Spinner 
became the “father of fractional currency.” 


The obverses of the First Issue were designed under the direction of 
James MacDonough, a master of bank note designing who was then 
secretary of the National Bank Note Company at 1 Wall Street, New 
York. The lettering was probably engraved by W.D. Nichols, who at an 
earlier period did similar work for Danforth, Perkins and Company. 


The portraits were the work of W. Marshall, one of the best in the 
business. The transfer rolls for the postage stamps of the 1861 issue 
were used to lay down the multiple values on the obverse of the postage 
currency. The lathe work was done by Cyrus Durand. 


The reverses were designed under the direction of James P. Major, 
head of the designing and engraving department of the American Bank 
Note Company at 55 Wall Street, New York. Mr. Major was assisted by 
Nathaniel Jocelyn, formerly of N.& S.S. Jocelyn, a firm which merged 
with the American Bank Note Co. in 1858. 


The lettering for the reverse of the five-cent note was engraved by 
J.E. Van Houten of the American Bank Note Co. 


The National Currency Bureau was a new department of the 
government when the First Issue appeared on August 21, 1862. The 
notes themselves were printed by two private bank note companies. 
The American Bank Note Co. printed the reverse side and the National 
Bank Note Co. printed the obverse. Later, when the National Bank 
Note Co. printed both the obverse and reverse, the monogram of the 
American Bank Note Co. was removed from the reverse. These two 
firms were closely related, and contracts were given to both of them in 
this manner not to prevent the fraudulent issue of money but to 
prevent possible wrongdoing by individual employees. (At the same 
time the New York Bank Note Co., another firm, was busy printing the 
demand notes of 1861 and postage stamps for the government). 


Mrs. Whitman, daughter of Thomas Cunningham, neighbor of 
General F.E. Spinner, recalled conversations between her father and 
Spinner regarding objections raised against the perforated edges of the 
First Issue. This situation was soon rectified when the edges were made 
straight. 


There are no signatures and no Treasury seals on the First Issue. A 
few sheets made for the government were stamped ““Treasury Dept.” on 
the upper right hand corner of the obverse. 


Second General Issue 
oc, 0c 25c)50c 


The Second Issue was authorized by Congress on March 3, 1863, and 
the name was officially changed to “Fractional Currency.”” The many 
counterfeits that had so quickly appeared dictated changes in the 
design, size and paper. 

The cost of producing the First Issue notes under the contracts with 
the private bank note companies was considered to be excessive as 
compared to the plans for the production of the Second Issue by the 
Treasury Department 


On October 7, 1862, S.M. Clark, then Chief Clerk of the Treasury 
Department Bureau of Construction, proposed details of the new 


Treasury production. It was planned that 5e¢ notes be issued 50 notes to 
a sheet, LOc¢ notes be issued 50 to a sheet, 25¢ notes 40 to a sheet, and 
50c¢ notes 40 to a sheet. It was proposed that $100,000 worth of notes 
be printed each: 8,000 sheets of 5e notes ($20.000), 4,000 sheets of 
L0e notes ($20,000), 2.000 sheets of 25¢ notes ($20,000). and 2,000 
sheets of 50c¢ notes ($40,000). It was noted that thirty 22-inch 
copper-plate presses, ten 18-inch copper-plate presses, and four Gordon 
presses for surface printing were needed. 


It was estimated that $20,000 would be needed to buy the presses 
and to set up the fixtures. It was believed that three months time would 
suffice to make all of the arrangements. 


The Secretary of the Treasury adopted this proposal on October 10, 
1862. By October 1, 1864, the Treasury had printed and finished 
2,529,064 sheets of the Second Issue of fractional currency, amounting 
to $13,851,859. The success of the venture is attested by an 1864 
report which noted that “the cost of the issues produced in the 
Department has generally been about one-fourth the amount which the 
same issues would cost under the former contracts with the New York 
bank note companies.” 


Third General Issue 
3c, Sc, 10c, 25c, 50c 


The Third General Issue of fractional currency came about through 
provisions of the law of June 30, 1864. S.M. Clark in his report stated 
that “to protect that portion of the public which will not protect itself 
by the exercise of ordinary diligence in scrutinizing paper money, the 
only course of my judgment when a counterfeit gets into the channels 
of circulation is therefore to make a new issue and withdraw the latter 
from circulation.” 

Counterfeits of the Second Issue were more numerous than those of 
the First Issue and of much better workmanship: this and the increased 
demand for fractional currency necessitated the change of type and 
created two additional denominations, though one of these, the 15c 
denomination, was only made as an “essay.” The other, the 3c, is the 
first and the only one of such denomination in all issues and was only 
printed with the green back. It is the only variety of the Third Issue 
that has no signature, though none has a seal. The need for the 3c 
denomination was afterwards eliminated by an act of Congress of 
March 3, 1865, which provided for the coinage of the nickel three-cent 
coin. Next, the act of Congress of May 17, 1866, provided for the 
coinage of the five-cent nickel coin and prohibited the issue of any bill 
with a denomination of less than ten cents. 


Fourth General Issue 
10c, 15e, 25e, 50¢ 


There are further improvements in the Fourth Issue. For the first 
time the Treasury seal appears on all varieties, bronze surcharges are left 
off, and the paper is more artistic. 

The American Bank Note Co. made plates for the obverses of the 10c 
and “‘50c Lincoln,” and the plates for the reverses of the 15c, 25c, and 
“50c Stanton” issues. The National Bank Note Co. made the plates for 
the obverses of the 15c and 25c notes and the plates for the reverses of 
the 10c¢ note, the “50c Lincoln” and the “50c Dexter.” The Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing made the plates for the obverses of the “50c 
Stanton” and the “50c Dexter.”” Mr. C. Burt engraved the portrait of 
Lincoln. The Columbia and the portrait of Washington were engraved 
by Douglas C. Romerson. The bust of Liberty on the 10c note is said to 
be the portrait of a girl named Mary Hull, engraved by C. Burt. 


Fifth General Issue 
10c, 25e, 50¢ 


The Fifth and last General Issue was the simplest. Appropriations to 
print more fractional currency were about exhausted, and an act of 
Congress of April 17, 1876, called for the issuance of fractional silver 
coins to redeem fractional currency. 

The few varieties include the green seal 10c, and the “long key” and 
“short key” 10c and 25c notes. 

All obverse plates were made at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. Plates for the reverses of the 10c¢ and 25c notes were made by 
the Columbian Bank Note Co. of Washington, D.C., and the reverse of 
the 50c note came from the firm of Joseph R. Carpenter of 
Philadelphia. 

The retirement of fractional currency has been carried on since 1876. 
It is estimated that less than one-half of one percent of the total 
amount issued of all series is outstanding.

For those interested in but not familiar with this coin’s 
history, we excerpt the principal facts from M. L. Beistle’s 
1929 study, A Register of Half Dollar Die Varieties: For 
some 18 years following the Civil War the general belief was 
that the Confederate States of America struck no silver 
coinage. But in 1879 Dr. B. F. Taylor, of the Louisiana Board 
of Health, let it be known that in his possession was a 
Confederate half dollar. In the early part of that year he sold 
his specimen (as well as the original reverse die, which he had 
kept) to E. Mason Jr. of Philadelphia. Taylor had been Chief 
Coiner of the New Orleans Mint and stated at the time that 
just four pieces had been coined. The die ended up in the 
possession of New York coin dealer J. W. Scott, who struck 
500 examples from the original reverse die by using as 
planchets 1861-O half dollars taken from circulation. The 
reverses (with the mintmark) were planed off (planing marks 
are visible on the specimen offered in this sale) and the 
remaining “blank” was placed face downward on a soft brass 
chip and struck on a screw press. The Liberty design was 
flattened during the restriking process, but the reverse with 
the all-important CSA design came out bold. Scott’s early use 
of the “limited issue” marketing technique met with limited 
success, appropriately enough, and it took a number of years 
for the 500 pieces to be sold off. What collectors of his day 
received hesitantly, today’s collectors eagerly desire. It’s 
practically the only way a collector may touch the Old South 
in rebellion.

This type of 
territorial small gold coins group issued by the various states 
is a complete matched set issued by the M.E. Hart Co. for the 
1915 Panama Pacific Exposition. Only four to six sets are 
known to exist today. Estimated value between $4,000 to 
$5,000.”

Collection of Commemorative Coins of the U.S. 


The following 150 or so Lots representa nice collection of one of the 
more interesting areas of United States numismatics—the silver and gold 
coin tissues minted to celebrate, or commemorate, historic events and/or 
places and people in American history. In these coins you'll find a great 
diversity of designs, some startlingly original, some homespun. You 'llalso 
discover, looking up the mintages, that originally only a modest number 
were made in quite a few instances. In other cases the mintage figures 
belie the facts, for many pieces were melted upon being unsold by their 
creators or promoters. Some commentators have gone so far, in their 
ecstasy over this series, as to declare that no other United States series 
can truly claim the historical significance of commemoratives; the 
historical values of these coins are incontestable. Their faces will forever 
record events or people or places of importance in our culture. Many 
collectors, we have heard, seem to feel that the prices of most 
commemoratives are much lower than they might be, and are indeed 
low when compared to such contemporary issues of the regular series as 
the popular Walking Liberty half dollars. In short, the interest in 
commemoratives comes from several impulses—including the collecting 
of all coins of the world’s countries which commemorate some special 
happening. The scope is international, though all were minted in this 
country.
